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BUILD'NG 

The  theme  for  this  year's  observance  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  Sunday  in  Lutheran  churches  across 
North  Carolina  was  "Building."  We  think  that  the 
same  theme  is  appropriate  for  the  introduction  to 
this  special  Honor  Roll  issue  of  '  'Profile.' ' 

The  church  has  played  a  major  role  in  building 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  so  have  other  constituencies  — 
alumni,  parents  and  friends.  Thanks  to  these  many 
supporters,  the  building  continues  today,  and  it  is 
building  of  programs  and  lives,  not  just  the  construc- 
tion of  new  facilities. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
Sunday  bulletin  insert  describe  various  types  of 
building  at  the  college.  As  you  read  them,  take  pride 
in  your  accomplishments  for  it  is  you  who  have 
helped  design  and  construct  the  college  and  its  pro- 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  building  .  .  .  building  a 
new  academic  complex  .  .  .  building  timely  and 
valuable  programs  .  .  .  building  lives. 

That  task  of  building,  which  suggests  both  in- 
completeness and  promise,  is  an  appropriate  theme 
for  this  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Sunday.  For  after  all,  it 
is  North  Carolina  Lutherans  who  have  been  largely 
responsible  for  the  architecture,  the  construction, 
and  the  fruits  of  the  college  and  its  programs. 

"Building"  is  a  complex  and  many-faceted 
word.  It  speaks  of  creating  and  renewing,  of  new 
construction  and  renovation,  and  even  more  im- 
portantly, It  can  refer  to  people  and  programs,  as 
well  as  physical  facilities. 

By  way  of  example,  Lenoir-Rhyne's  new 
academic  complex  is  one  type  of  "building"  —  it  Is  a 
tangible,  "bricks  and  mortar"  project.  The  complex 
was  launched  sQme  years  ago  with  extensive  plan- 
ning and  several  major  fund  drives.  It  will  be  a  reality 
in  1983. 

With  workmen  bustling  across  campus  and 
noises  of  heavy  machinery  filling  the  air,  it  would  be 
easy  to  forget  the  other  types  of  "building"  in  which 
Lenoir-Rhyne  engages,  but  it  is  those  projects  which 
are  even  more  important  than  the  erection  of  steel  or 
the  laying  of  brick. 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  curriculum  is  continually 
evaluated  and  remodeled  to  assure  that  it  offers 
courses  which  meet  the  needs  of  students.  Majors 
are  improved  and  new  ones,  like  accounting  and 
psychology,  are  added.  Programs  are  developed 
which  make  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  experience  more 
valuable,  such  as  a  new  business  internship  that  will 
give  students  "hands-on"  experience  toward  the 
completion  of  their  degrees. 

Whole  new  "rooms"  are  added  as  well,  pro- 
viding opportunities  tike  an  evening  college  for  work- 
ing adults,  a  graduate  program  for  teachers  seeking 
advanced  degrees,  and  an  Elderhostet  for  senior 
citizens. 

It  is  important  that  students  are  not  denied  these 
programs  because  of  financial  reasons,  and  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  boasts  a  proud  history  of  providing  necessary 
financial  aid.  Significant  new  planning  is  underway 
for  increased  assistance,  including  an  "Adopt-a-Stu- 
dent"  program  which  might  be  considered  by 
churches,  businesses  or  individuals. 

"Building"  takes  on  still  another  meaning  when 
Lenoir-Rhyne  graduates  leave  the  campus,  and  the 
college  takes  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  the  solid  struc- 
tures which  have  been  erected  through  the  lives  of 
its  more  than  15,000  alumni. 

It  is  always  an  unfinished  task  —  this  "building" 
—  but  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  and  its  many  sup- 
porters, may  it  never  en<:i.  Let  them  rejoice  that  they 
can  continue  to  build  for  a  bright  and  promising 
future. 
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"Alpha  and  Omega"  might  be  a  bit  strong,  but 
it's  a  fairly  accurate  description  of  the  approach  to 
religious  studies  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  College's  new 
core  curriculum. 

The  "core"  is  that  group  of  courses  which  every 
student  must  take  —  it  provides  foundation  and 
structure  for  all  other  studies.  New  plans  call  for 
Religion  100  to  be  the  first  block  in  the  foundation 
and  for  Religion  400  to  be  the  capstone.  Members  of 
the  college's  religion  and  philosophy  faculty  are 
pleased  with  that  strategy. 

"Actually,"  says  department  chairman  Rufus 
Moretz,  "there  is  widespread  endorsement  of  our 
new  requirement.  Faculty  members  from  across  the 
campus  feel  it  is  more  reasonable  than  the  one 
course  (Religion  400,  a  senior-level  offering)  which 
was  previously  required. 

"Two  courses  give  us  more  time  to  cover  the 
necessary  topics,"  continues  Moretz,  "and  teaching 
the  first  one  during  the  freshman  year  allows  us  to 
reach  students  shortly  after  they  arrive  on  campus." 

"The  new  requirement  is  more  in  keeping  with 
the  college's  purpose  as  well,"  adds  Michael 
McDaniel,  religion  professor  and  chairman  of  the 
college's  Humanities  Division.  "Its  adoption  was  at 
least  an  indirect  result  of  the  recent  study  which 
revised  the  statement  of  purpose." 

McDaniel  participated  in  that  study  and  helped 
to  develop  the  concept  of  "engagement"  which  has 
become  very  important  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  The  revised 
statement  of  purpose  speaks  of  the  college  as  a 
"community  of  learning  founded  to  engage  liberal 
culture  and  Christian  principles."  It  closes  by 
advancing  "the  conviction  that  wholeness  of  per- 
sonality, true  vocation,  and  the  most  useful  service 
to  God  and  the  world  are  best  discerned  from  within 
the  perspective  of  Christian  faith." 

The  two  religion  courses  in  Lenoir-Rhyne's  new 
core  cover  a  wealth  of  material,  according  to  Moretz 
and  McDaniel.  Religion  100  is  entitled  "The  Christian 
Faith."  It  begins  with  discussions  of  the  meaning  of 
the  Christian  faith,  spends  a  great  deal  of  time  on  its 
Biblical  grounds  and  closes  with  a  study  of  its  basic 
theological  dimensions.  Religion  400,  "The  Chris- 
tian Perspective,"  includes  a  review  of  the  Christian 
faith  before  seeking  to  draw  things  together  by  giv-

ing  students  the  Christian  perspective  on  the 
aesthetic  dimension  of  life,  value  decisions  and  the 
"big  questions." 

"Under  the  new  core,"  says  McDaniel,  "fresh- 
men will  get  the  sources  and  definitions  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  —  how  it  gives  the  element  of  purpose.  We 
think  that  they  must  understand  this  to  understand 
what  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  all  about." 

"Then  as  seniors,"  notes  Moretz,  "we  want 
them  to  put  it  all  together.  Up  to  that  point  they  will 
have  been  getting  molecules.  Religion  400  should 
help  them  build  an  atom." 

While  the  religion  and  philosophy  department 
touches  the  lives  of  all  students  through  the  core 
curriculum,  it  has  even  more  influence  on  those  who 
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are  interested  in  pretheological  education.  That  in- 
fluence says  Moretz,  has  changed  and  grown 
stronger  over  the  years. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  was  founded  by  four  Lutheran 
nninisters,"  the  department  chairnnan  explains,  "and 
one  of  the  primary  purposes  was  to  train  others  for 
the  ministry.  The  college  played  an  important  role  in 
religious  education  during  those  early  years. 

"Later,  though,  as  seminaries  grew  stronger,  it 
was  felt  that  they  were  the  proper  institution  to  han- 
dle that  type  of  training.  The  college's  role  diminish- 
ed, and  students  interested  in  the  ministry  were 
often  encouraged  to  avoid  the  pre-theological  major 
in  their  undergraduate  studies.  They  concentrated 
on  English  or  history  or  something  else  in  college 
and  got  a  rigid  load  of  theological  courses  in 
seminary. 

"Now,"  says  Moretz,  "the  thinking  has  changed 
again  and  both  colleges  and  seminaries  are  dif- 
ferent. Our  religion  and  philosophy  professors  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  are  well-trained  (all  have  earned  doc- 
torates from  major  institutions),  and  they  can  provide 
a  very  adequate  theological  background  for 
seminary.  Seminaries,  at  the  same  time,  are  offering 
more  electives,  and  while  that  allows  students  to 
broaden  their  training,  it  also  makes  it  more  impor- 
tant for  them  to  get  some  of  the  basics  in  college.  I 
think  we  can  make  a  pretty  good  case  now  for  the 
specific  majors  offered  by  our  department." 


Those  majors  are  religious  studies,  Christian 
education,  philosophy,  and  theology  and 
philosophy.  The  first  two,  in  particular,  are  designed 
for  students  who  aspire  to  become  full-time  workers 
in  the  church. 

The  degree  candidate  majoring  in  religious 
studies  is  required  to  take  15  hours  of  foundational 
courses,  one  advanced  course,  and  12  hours  of  elec- 
tives in  religion.  He  or  she  is  also  advised  to  take  12 
hours  of  Greek  and  at  least  six  hours  in  the  history  of 
philosophy. 

Christian  education  majors  must  take  a  number 
of  religion  courses  plus  several  offerings  in 
sociology  and  psychology.  Students  who  complete 
the  major  are  eligible  for  certification  by  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  as  professional  parish 
educators. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  is  concerned,  says  Moretz  and 
McDaniel,  about  the  need  for  pastors,  and  the  col- 
lege is  doing  what  it  can  to  influence  students  to 
enter  full-time  Christian  service. 

"Not  too  many  years  ago  we  were  faced  with  a 
glut  of  persons  entering  the  ministry,"  noted 
McDaniel,  "but  now  we  need  more  people  who  are 
specifically  trained,  and  those  people  can  have  a 
high  expectation  of  placement. 

"Certainly,"  he  continues,  "we  don't  call  peo- 
ple. God  does  that.  But  we  can  present  the  cause  in 
an  attractive  fashion.  God's  call  is  sometimes  short-

circuited  because  people  are  not  influenced  proper- 
ly or  let  other  things  get  in  the  way.  We  want  to  help 
prevent  that." 

One  way  the  department  "tills  ground,"  ex- 
plains McDaniel,  is  through  several  clubs  for  faculty 
and  students. 

The  North  Hall  Society,  which  took  its  moniker 
from  a  previous  name  for  the  building  which  houses 
offices  of  the  religion  and  philosophy  department,  is 
an  organization  for  faculty  members.  It  is  open  to  all 
theologians  and  philosophers  on  campus  and  meets 
once  a  month  for  discussion,  programs  and  other 
events  designed  to  stimulate  its  members  in  their 
discipline. 

A  similar  organization  exists  for  students  —  the 
St.  Bonaventure  club.  It  meets  on  a  monthly  basis  as 
well. 

In  addition,  says  McDaniel,  members  of  the 
religion  faculty  have  recently  formed  a  pretheologi- 
cal  support  group  which  deals  on  a  regular  basis  with 
pastoral  and  practical  concerns. 

"All  of  these  groups,"  he  notes,  "are  important 
extensions  of  the  department.  They  provide  informa- 
tion, answer  questions,  and  stimulate  discussion. 
We  think  they  go  hand-in-hand  with  our  courses,  in- 
spiring us  to  better  work  in  the  classroom  and  allow- 
ing us  time  to  flesh  out  and  add  to  topics  that  are  on- 
ly touched  upon  in  that  setting." 

Beyond  religion  and  philosophy's  place  In  the 
core  curriculum,  its  majors  and  organizations,  the 


department  touches  students'  lives  in  still  another 
way  —  the  personal  witness  of  faculty  members. 

"It's  an  intangible,  to  be  sure,"  says  Moretz, 
"but  we  are  proud  of  our  department's  involvement 
In  church  activities  away  from  campus.  We  think  it  is 
a  living  demonstration  of  our  commitment  to  what  we 
are  teaching." 

The  list  of  those  activities  is  long  and  im- 
pressive. All  members  of  the  department  frequently 
serve  as  pulpit  supplies,  and  two  are  regularly 
employed  as  vice-pastors.  One  faculty  member  is  on 
the  board  of  Southern  Seminary  as  well  as  holding 
several  leadership  positions  in  the  North  Carolina 
Synod.  Another  has  engaged  in  several  important 
Jewish  —  Christian  dialogues  and  belongs  to  a 
group  which  is  seeking  to  update  the  White  Russian 
translation  of  the  Bible. 

Two  department  members  have  done  extensive 
work  on  video  tape,  thus  sharing  their  skills  with  au- 
diences far  beyond  the  bounds  of  campus.  Several 
of  the  professors  are  active  in  Great  Books  and  Great 
Decisions  programs.  And  it  goes  on  and  on. 

"Without  exaggeration,"  says  McDaniel,  "I 
think  we  can  say  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  topnotch 
people  in  its  religion  and  philosophy  department, 
and  those  people  do  a  lot  of  good  work  both  on  cam- 
pus and  off." 

The  core  .  .  .  majors  .  .  .  clubs  ...  a  strong  per- 
sonal witness.  It's  a  good  story  and  one  which  sug- 
gests that  maybe  "Alpha  and  Omega"  is  not  too 
strong  after  all. 
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Where  Do  We  Stand? 


Tuition  at  Lenoir  College  in  1909  was  $40  a  year. 
Tuition  next  year  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  will  approach 
$4000  a  year.  The  change  is  almost  incomprehensi- 
ble and  one  which  pleases  no  one  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

The  only  comfort,  slight  though  it  may  be,  which 
officials  and  supporters  of  the  college  may  take  is 
that  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  not  been  alone  in  this  cost  ex- 
plosion. The  editor  of  "Profile"  thought  it  might  be 
helpful  to  provide  you  with  some  comparative  data. 
The  two  charts  below  show  where  Lenoir-Rhyne 
stands  compared  to  other  independent  colleges  and 
universities  in  North  Carolina  and  other  Lutheran 
schools  across  the  nation.  (Charts  reflect  latest 
available  figures,  1980-81.)

This  year's  annual  Loyalty  Fund  appeal,  under 
the  leadership  of  Ned  Armstrong  '41,  set  a  new 
record  for  the  second  consecutive  year  raising 
$216,125,  surpassing  the  old  record  by  $14,543. 

Returning  to  a  class  agent  approach  for  the  first 
time  in  approximately  ten  years,  the  campaign  in- 
volved some  fifty  class  leaders  in  writing  their 
classmates  and  this  resulted  in  approximately  1960 
donors  to  the  1981  campaign.  An  appeal  was  also

In  Memoriam  —  Miss  Gladys  Barger 


In  our  fast-paced  modern  society  it  is  not 
unusual  for  people  to  change  jobs,  even  whole 
careers,  many  times.  It  is  more  the  exception  than 
the  rule  when  someone  spends  a  lifetime  with  one 
employer. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  lost  such  a  rare  person 
with  the  passing  of  Miss  Gladys  Barger  on  March  31 . 
Miss  Barger,  a  resident  of  Hickory,  had  experienced 
a  long  period  of  declining  health. 

An  alumna  of  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Miss  Barger  was  a 
member  of  the  college  staff  for  47  years,  retiring 
from  the  position  of  treasurer  in  1969.  In  her  years  of 
service  she  saw  the  college  budget  increase  from 


just  over  $100,000  to  more  than  $3  million,  and  its 
total  assets  grow  from  $580,000  to  nearly  $1 1  million. 

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  Board  of  Trustees  gave  Miss 
Barger  a  Distinguished  Service  Award  at  her  retire- 
ment, and  it  provides  a  good  summary  of  her  life. 

It  said,  in  part  "Your  generous  giving  of  yourself 
in  service  to  this  institution  has  reflected  remarkable 
devotion  to  assigned  responsibilities. 

"Your  personal  devotion  to  the  good,  the  true, 
and  the  beautiful  has  been  witnessed  by  many  who 
have  enjoyed  gifts  .  .  ."

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"Chief  Owl"

Tfie  phrase  "he  can  do  it  all"  really  describes 
very  few  people.  However,  Chief  Henry  M.  Owl,  a 
1928  graduate  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  possibly 
could  do  it  all  —  and  more. 

Owl  was  the  first  Cherokee  Indian  to  graduate 
from  a  North  Carolina  college  when  he  received  his 
diploma  in  June  of  '28.  An  excellent  student-athlete, 
he  earned  nine  varsity  letters  in  his  relatively  short 
L-R  career.  By  playing  ball  and  doing  odd  jobs  to  pay 
his  way  through  school.  Owl  was  able  to  complete 
his  studies  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  just  three  years  by 
attending  summer  school. 

The  Big  Chief,  as  he  was  sometimes  called,  was 
headline  material  in  almost  every  edition  of  The 
Lenoir-Rhynean,  the  campus  newspaper.  Admired 
by  many.  Owl  was  voted  Most  Popular  Boy  in  1927-28 
by  his  classmates. 

"Henry  was  very  popular  with  everyone,"  said 
Pat  Shores,  former  L-R  coach  and  a  member  of  the 
college's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Owl  compiled  a  brilliant  record  while  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  He  participated  in  oratorical  and  debating 
contests.  As  a  senior,  he  won  the  campus  oratorical 
contest  and  represented  L-R  at  the  state  champion- 
ships. His  subject,  "The  Challenge  to  the  American 
Indian,"  was  "expertly  given,"  according  to  The 
Lenoir-Rhynean.  Earning  three  of  his  letters  in 
debating.  Owl  was  also  presented  a  star  by  the  late 
Dr.  Albert  Keiser,  head  of  the  forensic  department, 
at  graduation. 

"He  was  outstanding,"  said  Dr.  Harry  M.  Arndt, 
a  Lenoir-Rhyne  graduate  and  former  superintendent 
of  the  Catawba  County  school  system.  "Henry  got 
me  involved  in  debating  during  my  freshman  year, 
but  I  couldn't  stand  in  his  light  as  a  debater.  He  was 
very  keen  and  very  quick." 

A  week  after  the  state  oratorical  finals.  Owl  came 
back  to  star  in  the  Indian  operetta  "Leiawala,"  play- 
ing the  role  of  Chief  Wokomis.  "It  is  thought  that 
Henry  Owl's  name  as  one  of  the  cast  in  this  musical 
production  brought  forth  the  largest  audience  to 
witness  a  college  offering  that  Hickory  has  ever 
known,"  said  a  college  reporter.  "And  all  were 
satisfied  with  his  realistic  portrayal  of  the  Indian 
chief." 

Owl  was  a  member  of  several  organizations  at  L- 
R  and  held  office  in  each  one  as  well.  He  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Cosmopolitan  Club  and  vice-president  of 
the  Chrestonian  Society,  a  literary  group.  His  in- 
terest in  writing  extended  to  working  as  sports  editor 
for  The  Lenoir-Rhynean  in  1927.  He  also  served  as 
secretary-treasurer  for  the  Lettermen's  Club. 

However,  The  Big  Chief  had  other  talents  as 
well.  "Watch  that  Indian  go!"  was  a  familiar  chant  as 


Owl  starred  in  both  football  and  baseball.  He  earned 
a  letter  in  each  sport  in  each  of  his  three  years  as  a 
Bear. 

"Henry  was  an  all-around  student-athlete,"  said 
Arndt.  "He  was  a  good  baseball  and  football  player." 

On  the  gridiron,  he  sometimes  outran  both 
teams  besides  carrying  almost  his  weight  in  ban- 
dages and  protective  braces.  Against  Milligan  Col- 
lege in  1927,  Chief  Owl  was  the  star  and  came 
through  with  the  game-winner.  Late  in  the  game  a 
Milligan  running  back,  headed  for  a  touchdown, 
fumbled.  Owl  scooped  up  the  fumble  and  headed  for 
the  goal  line  with  both  teams  in  pursuit,  but  he  left 
the  other  21  men  behind  and  had  it  all  to  himself  —  a 
95-yard  touchdown,  a  record  that  still  stands  today. 

From  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Owl  went  on  to  receive  his 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  He  then  entered  the  teaching  profession, 
serving  in  various  places  including  Washington  and 
California.  Periodically,  he  visited  the  L-R  campus  to 
watch  the  Bears  and  renew  old  friendships. 

"We  kept  in  contact  with  each  other,"  said 
Arndt,  "exchanging  Christmas  cards  and  letters.  I 
understand,  however,  that  Henry  died  several  years 
ago  while  living  in  Seattle." 

Through  all  of  his  academic,  forensic,  theatrical 
and  athletic  achievements.  Owl  also  found  time  to 
run  a  laundry  service  for  students  —  he  could  do  it 
all.

DEFERRED  GIVING  COUNCIL  INFORMS  &  INVOLVES 

During  the  past  eighteen  nnonths,  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  been  the  beneficiary  of  eleven  be- 
quests totaling  $288,370.  In  addition,  there  are  six  known  estates  currently  being  processed  representing 
at  least  an  additional  $260,000  in  gifts  for  the  college. 

These  seventeen  magnificent  gifts  come  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  because  the  donors  made  provisions  for 
a  bequest  through  their  wills.  With  proper  planning,  such  bequests  can  be  made  without  diminishing  the 
assets  of  the  donor  during  their  lifetime  and  avoid  unnecessary  taxes  for  the  estate. 

In  1979,  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  Deferred  Giving  Council  to  give 
guidance  to  an  organized  approach  in  sharing  such  information  and  involving  alumni  and  friends  in  a  pro- 
gram of  planned  giving  that  would,  in  fact,  increase  the  college's  endowment. 

Currently,  through  the  use  of  a  mailing,  the  Development  Office  is  up-dating  its  expectancy  files. 
Such  an  approach  will  give  the  reader  an  opportunity  to  request  information  on  planned  giving  advantages 
as  well  as  provide  the  college  with  a  current  list  of  those  alumni  and  friends  who  have  already  provided  for 
the  college  through  their  will. 

In  the  near  future,  seminars  will  be  conducted  both  on-campus  and  off-campus  to  inform  constit- 
uencies of  the  planned  giving  services  that  the  Development  Office  is  offering. 

As  constituencies  become  informed  regarding  the  advantages  of  planned  giving,  it  is  hoped  they 
will  become  involved  by  making  their  own  commitments.  Such  commitments  are  vital  investments  for 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  strong  future.
